Shortly af- 
ter entering tbe service of the far compa- 
ny, as the captain related, h* and a com- 
panion, Jean Battia*, a French Canadian, 
were sect to tbe Oimerone Spring*, near 
the head waters of the Arkansas river. 
At that date the whole country wa* al- 
most a howling wilderness, with but few 
settlers scattered here and there, aud WM 
swarming with hostile Apaohes, Pawnees, 
and thsfoourg* of Northern ,116X100, tbe 
ilood-thmty GomWches. On tE'e 17th of 
September, 1847, as their Inck had been 
iad, Butties propoied to Hobbs to start 
Further south, where game was supposed 
x) be in abundance; tbe latter acquiesced. 
During tbe evening of .the first day'* trip 
Bobba trailed a bufialo. Hi* eaptuie is 
given in his own vernicular. "Putting

'After 
b«mg ransomed the' C.ptaln sought the 
borne of his youth; but all1 his relatives 
tktd removed, and heartbroken he retraced 
his steps and made hi* way into Mexico, 
where he joined Placid* la Vega in' 'fail 
war agamit the Chonb Party. ' At7 the 
ooBoloiionbe m*d*.hi* way toOhihuahua, 
and was employed: by OCT.

Sir Alfred married a daughter 
of Lord Arandell in 1801,'and by her bad 
two aons—Everard Frnneu>, wLodied in 
Ut infancy, and Henrr Alfred Joseph, 
born in May, 1866, who slill survives. 
Sir Alfred died in February, 1866, before 
the birth of hi* second ion, wb\> oones- 
quently was from his birth, regarded as 
toe successor to th* title*-and **tetetv 
The dowager," Lady .Tiehberns, 
tb* 


mother of &oget aad Sir Alhea had been 
much attached t>her elder boy, and re- 
(nsed to believe the itory of hu death by 
drowning.. She had 'always iniieted that 
Sir Alfred had no right to the title, and, 
after hu death, urged'on by a personal 
aatred of hi* wife, the < mother of tha in- 
fant Henry, .he canted advertisements of 
inquiry for the mining Sir Rojer to b* 
inserted in the Australian papers and 
made every effort to discover if her long- 
lost eon were etill in exiatencr. Soon alter 
the eppearanLo of the advertisement* she 
obtained intelligence that BVqrer^Tiah- 
borae was alivo> and WMtben>in Austra- 
lia, and in the year 1867 the wander mide 
hu appearance in Eagland' and laid claim 
to the title as the successor of hie father, 
Sir James F. Tiohbornc.

Although greatly altered in apptarenoe 


be wa* recognized and acknowledged by 
hi* mothti, but the representatives of the
